London, August 11.—Eamonn de 
Valera's reply to the British gov- 
ernment’s proposals for a permanent 
Irish peace, is in the hands of 
Lioyd-George, and the British pre- 
mler will return to London from 
Paris Friday morning, accompanied 
by the majority of British delega- 
tion to the supreme countcil meet- 
ing. 

Lioyd-George’s sensational return 
Grom the French capital, it was 
gemi-officially given out in Paris, 
was because of the sudden devel- 
opment in the Irish situation. In 
other quarters it is declared, how- 
ever, that the receipt of De Va- 
lera’s reply was used as an excel- 
lent excuse for abandoning the 
council conference after Lloyd- 
George had discovered that he could 
not reconcile his Silesian policy 
with that of Premier Briand. 

At any rate, the British premier 
and his cabinet now have five days 
before the assembly of the Dail 
Eireann, which is formally to ratify 
the action of its president and his 
advisers, in which to consider De 
Valera’s reply and smooth away any 
remaining differences, accepting or 
rejecting the modifications of the 
original terms which may be de- 
manded by the Irish “president.” 

Follewing Predicted Course. 

Events of the Irish crisis are fol- 
lowing exactly the program predict- 
ed exclusively in United News dis- 
patches of July 31, and based on in- 
formation from sources close to 
the “inner.cirele” at Dublin. At 
that time it was declared that De 
Valera and his

For the past three weeks the 

Irish cabinet has been working on 
a revision of the terms which was 
necessary before official reply could 
be made to Lioyd-George., Mean- 
while, the call for the meeting of 
the Dail Eireann, which must for- 
mally ratify the negotiations, was 
issued, and the Irish parliament will 
meet on August 16 with the propos-~ 
als in complete form, ready for 
final action. 
The British cabinet will now con- 
sider De Valera’s reply and what- 
ever new demands are made, after 
which Lloyd-George will make his 
official statement to the house of 
commons. 

That, at any rate, is an analysis 
of the significance of the latest 
events, as they are viewed in semi- 
official circles here and at Dublin, 

Ne Obstacles Foreseen. 

It is believed that neither Lloya- 
George nor the cabinet will find any 
difficult obstacle in Sinm Fein's 
modification of the terms. Hints 
that Ulster “will not be coerced,” 
issuing from De Valera's headquar- 
ters recently, are taken as evidence 
that the southern leaders have every 
desire to propitiate the north rather 
than to antagonize it, and that in 
their reply to Lioyd-George they 
have sought to conciliate Ulster. 

It is taken for granted that what- 
ever action De Valera has taken, 
the Dail Eireann will support him 
completely. The meeting is to be 
the first full session of that body 
which for so Many years was forced 
to gather clandestinely, hunted and 
harried by British forces, its mem- 
bers Mable to arrest and imprison- 
ment on sight.

Paris, August 11.—In spite of the 
intimation of Premier Briand that 
the British and French delegations 
were deadlocked on the Silesian 
question, and the feeling in diplo- 
matic circles that this was the real 
reason underlying Lloyd-George's 
announcement of his decision to re. 
turn to England, the French foreign 
office late Thursday night denied 
that a rupture had occurred. 

In an official] statement to the 
United News, the foreign office de- 
clared that the Upper Silesian ne- 
Sotiations would be continued even 
after Lloyd-George’s departure, with 
other members of the British dele- 
gation. 

It has been officially announced 
that the receipt of Eamonn de Va- 
lera’s reply to the British govern- 
ment on the Irish peace proposals, 
necessitating early action by the 
British cabinet, was the real cause 
of Lloyd-George's decision to quit 
Paris Friday morning, and the dis- 
tinct belief that the break-up of 
the conference was due to the ifre- | 
Goncilable differences between the | 
British and French premiers was 
semi- -officially denied. 

Briand Tells of Break. 

In a statement to the United 
News, however, commenting upon 
the impending adjournment of the 
supreme council meeting, Premier 
Briand, of France, outlined the. sit- 
uation as follows: 

“The English and French view- 
points are in entire disagreement, 
and it is therefore useless to con- 
tinue the supreme council meeting 
under such circumstances. 

“Lloyd-George, however, will meet 
with me tomorrow morning. in an- 
other attempt to reach an agree- 
ment. The English have made a new 
proposition, which the experts are 
now studying.”

dorsement, today before the house. 
The bil was formally introduced in 
the lower branch of congress last 

Tuesday. 

: During the course of his remarks, | 
Congressman Lankford declared 
that although vast sums of money 
had been appropriated by the gov- 
ernment in the various phases of 
industry, no real assistance has been 
rendered the farmers of the country. 
who, he stated, have suffered the 
after effects of the war to a greater 
degree than any of those to whom 
aid has been given. 

“It is time for us to legislate tor 
the farmer and quit talking about 
it,” Mr. Lankford said. “We have 
to fight here not only for the farmer, 
but we have to put forth our best 
efforts to keép the enemies of the 
farmers here from passing legisla- 
tion which would mean the ruin of 
the farmers of the nation.

With a revenue from the general 
tax bill estimated at approximately 
$100,000 greater than appropriations 
authorized by the legislature and 
which increase in revenue over ap- 
Propriations may run to a much 
larger figure, the state of Georgia 
faces a much brighter situation fi- 
nanciajly than it has faced in years, 
according to Ge val William A. 
Wright, state comptroller. 

In addition the state, in all prob- 
ability, will receive approximately 
$2,500,000 from the discounting of 
rentals of the state railroad and 
this money will be turned into the 
general fund of the state, according 
to the statement of Comptroller 
General Wright in reference to the 
fiscal situation following the ad- 
journment of the legislature. 

Simultaneously with the statement 
of General Wright a statement com- 
mending the legislature and declar- 
ing that the state is now in the 
best financial condition it has en- 
joyed in decades was issued by Gov- 
ernor Thomas W. Hardwick. 

Adjournment at 2:22 A. M. 

The legislature adjourned sine die 
at 2:22 o’clock Thursday morning 
after passing a new general tax 
act and a new appropriations act, 


and as the members were leaving 


Atlanta Thursday state officials 


were making plans to carry out the 


provisions of the two measures. Ex- 
act figures as to what the revenue 
bill will bring were not available 
Thursday, as it will take some time 
to compile accurate statements, ac- 
cording to the officials. According 
to Comptroller General Wright, how- 
ever, it ig probable that the rev- 
enues will exceed the income by a 
substantial sum provided the va- 
rious items in the revenue bill are 
constitutional. 

Payment of indebtedness which 
has accrued in the last few vears 


and payment. of venslens to both 
classes of Confederate veterans de- 


pends almost wholly, however, on 
the sale of the state railroad ren- 
tals. Governor Hardwick announced 
Thursday he will offer these secu- 
rities to Georgia’ banks first and 
will sell them to the highest bid- 
der. 


Comptroller General Wright stat- 


ed Thursday that his figures sub- 
mitted to the governor on the last 
day of the legislature’s session, cov- 
ering the estimated revenues and 
estimated expenditures, were as 
near accurate as can be obtained 
now. According to these figures 
the estimated revenue for 1922 will 
be $9,257,442, and the authorized ex- 
penditures will amount to $9,190,000. 
Must Continue Work. 
“With a revenue exceeding the ex- 
penditures and with money obtained 
from the state railroad rentals 
Available for current debts and pen- 
sions the state will be in a better 
inancial condition than it has en- 
joyed in years,” Comptroller General 
Wright declared. “But to keep in 
ood financial condition it will be 
necessary for succeeding governors 
to keep the appropriations strictly 
within the estimated revenue.” 
Governor Hardwick, in his state- 
ment, commended the legislature for 


its work in framing the new tax.

Through Another 


J. J. Byce Struck by Bullet 
Through Another Man's 
Shoulder. 


Lula, Ga., August 11.—(Special.) 
J. J. Byce, aged about 65, a for- 
mer mayor of Lula, was insiantiy 
killed Thursday afternoon when a 
bullet from the pistol of Mercer Kin- 
sey, the town marshal, passed 
through the shoulder of James 
Akrey and struck Mr. Byce in the 
heart. : 

The shooting occurred at a ‘ball 
game, when the marshal endeavor- 
ed to stop a free for all fight, which 
it is declared was started on the 
diamond by spectators and which 
stopped the game. In his effort to 
quel] the diturbance, Marshall Kin- 
sey, it is asserted, was attacked and 
badly beaten. James Akrey, whom 
he shot through the shoulder, is al- 
leged to have struck him with a 
rock. 

Mr. Byce, who was some distance 
away and who haa taken no part in 
adhe altercation, received the bullet 
in his heart and fell dead. Akrey 
is not seriously wounded, as the 
bullet passed through only the 
fleshy part of his shoulder. Fol- 
lowing the shooting Kinsey went to 


| Gainesville and surrendered to the 


sheriff. 

Mr, Byce had served several terms 
as mayor, and had been councilman 
under a number of other adminis- 
trations. He was a leader in reli- 
gious work, and had been connect- 
ed with the Methodist church for 
almost all his life.

School Will Be Seriously 
Crippled, Declares Dr.

Following refusal by the general 
assembly to grant the Georgia 
School of Technology a requested 
appropriation of $225,000, and es- 
tablishment ‘by the legislature of 
a $112,500 fund for the inetitution, 
a’ meeting of the board of trustees 
of Tech has been c&lled for next 
Wednesday, when plans will be laid 
for the future of Tech. 

Tech was granted, in addition to 
her maintenance appropriation of 
$112,500, a deficiency appropriation 
of something over $29,000, but Dr. 
K. G. Matheson, president of Geor- 
gia Tech, Thursday pointed out the 
fact that this fund will be used 
to return loans from firms to main- 
tain the school during the last 
term. 

“I cannot make a detailed state- 
ment at this time,” said Dr. Mathe- 
son, “because the future of Tech is 
undecided. It is needless to say, 
however, that, with her requested 
appropriation cut in half, Tech will 
be seriously crippled. The trustees 
Wednesday will discuss the matter 
thoroughly and map out the course 
ef the institution to conform to the 
financial situation.” 

Harris Gives Statement. 

Former Governor N. E. Harris, 
president of the Tech board, was 
seen Thursday just prior to his 
departure for a vacation in the 
mountains, and made the following 
statement: 

1 was with the leégislature 
throughout the past session and kept 
close watch on all developments 
with the affairs of Tech constantly 
in mind. The interests of the in- 
stitution have pressed upon my 
heart more closely than ever be- 
fore, due to the trouble experienced 
with the treasury. 

“The result of the legisiative ac- 
tion wil mit Tech hard, but the in- 
stitution, I hope, will be able to 
continue her great work and pros- 
per. The fact that the people of 
Georgia, during panicky times, gave 
the school a million and a half dol- 
lars shows the high regard in which 
Tech is held in the state.

NO LIMITATION SET 
ON SCOPE OF TOPICS 


November 11 Is Date Set 
and Reduction of Naval 
Armament Suggested as 
Leading Subject. 


Washington, August 11.—Presi- 
dent Harding’s formal invitation to 
the great powers for a conference 
here beginning November 11, on 
disarmament and Far Eastern prob- 
lems, were made public today by 
Secretary Hughes. | 

The text of the communications 
transmitted to Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Japan and China, to 
participate in the conference, plac- 
ed no limitation on the scope of the 
discussions to be had. 

It was suggested, however, that 
the question of naval armaments 
“may naturally have first place,” 
though it had been thought best not 
to exclude questiong pertaining to 
other armament from the subjects 
to be considered by the conferees. 

“It is, however, quite clear that 
there can be no final assurance of 
the peace of the world in the ab- 
sence of the desire for peace, and 
the prospect dt reduced armaments 
is not a hopeful one unless this de- 
sire finds expression in the prac- 
tical effort to remove causes for 
misunderstanding and to seek 
ground for agreement as to prin- 
ciples and thelr application,” the 
invitation says. For this reason, 
it was added, the United States 
wishes that through interchange of 
Views, “it may be possible.to find 
a solution of Pacific and Far East¢ 
ern problems.” 

It was not the purpose of the 
United States government, the in- 
vitation added, to define the scope 
to the Pacific and Far Eastern dis- 
cussions, “but rather to leave this 
to be the subject of suggestions to 
be exchanged before the meeting 
of the conference.”

Imposition of a $2,500 tax upon

Colonel William Lawson Peel, 
president of the Music Festival as- 
sociation. and C. B. Bidwell, secre- 
tary of the organization, were both 
out of the city and could not be 
reached for statements, but they 
were expected to return to Atlanta 
immediately and are slated to make 
formal announcement regarding the 
situation. 

Meanwhile, reports were being cir. 
culated among opera lovers that, 
if plans can be worked out by which 
the $2,500 tax can be taken care of 
without placing an additional bur- 
den on the opera-going public and, 
at the same time, without causing 
directors of the association to dig 
deeper into their pockets, opera 
will be continued, 

The fate of opera following im- 
position’ of the levy was the sub- 


ing Thursday. and considerable 
gratification was felt over the fact 
that a flat tax of 5 per cent was 
not voted by the legislature.

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Mayor Responsible 
For Her Discharge, 
Miss Riordan Holds 


PROOF OF POLICE 


33 Statement Is- 
sued by Instructor Who 
Was Dismissed Without 
Formal Charges. 


PLEAS ON BEHALF 
IGNORED, HER CLAIM 


Mayor Would Use the 
Schools to Attain Polit- 
ical Ends, Charge Made 
by Miss Riordan. 


Antagonism against her by the 
anti-Roman Catholic element on ac- 
count of her religious beliefs. and a 
personal grudge against her by 
Mayor Key because, she says, he be- 
lieved -her trying to thwart his ob- 
ject’ to use the schools for political 
ends, are outstanding among the 
reasons given for her dismissal from 
the city school system by Miss Julia 


Riordan, recently deprived of the 
principalship of the Davis Street 
school. 

Miss Riordan, in the lengthy 
statement given out Thursday as 
her first statement since dismissal, 
charges openly that the mayor has 
used the schools for advancement 
of his political ends and said that 
members of the board had told her, 
personally, that she wag dismissed 
from the position she had held for 
twenty years in the school system 
on account of her religious beliefs. 

She stated that her reason for 
coming before the public now is 
that all pleas in her behalf have 
been ignored, that the appeal of the 
Federation of Trades and the teach- 
ers’ association for the board of 
education to show reasons why she 
should have been discharged with- 
out a hearing or without forma! 
registration of complaints against 
her had done no good, and that it 
remained only for her to announce 
the facts to the public. 

Unionisem Touched. 

Miss Riordan’s statement also car- 
ried the declaration that Mayor Key 
had been quoted as opposed to her 
because she was “trying to unionize 
the teachers.” ‘This, she charges, is 
inconsiatent, because Mayor Key 
has time and time again committed 
himself to union principles. 

Ex-Superintendent W. F. Dykes, 
said Miss Riordan, in a note to her, 
intimated his belief that the method 
of her dismissal was “unfair.” She 
further made the charge that Carl 
Hutcheson made his battle against 
her on account of her religion, since, 
she claims, he was affirmedly anti- 
Catholic and was the law partner of 
J. O. Wood, editor of The Search- 
light, which she characterizes as an 
anti-Catholic paper. 

W. H. Terrell, a member of the 
board of education, who was op- 
posed to Miss Riordan’s dismissal 
wihtout a hearing, is quoted by her 
as saying that it appeared to him 
she wag dismissed simply because 
she was Roman Catholic. President 
W. W. Gaines, also, was of this 
opinion. he said, while W. L. Me 
Calley, who voted against her con- 
tinuance in the school system, in- 
timated that her, activities in the 
Teachers’ association were the 
causes of his stand. 

Reinstatement Not Asked, 

The statement ‘of Miss Riordan 
Says that she does not believe the 
public, regardless of religious ten- 
ets or principles, will ever believe 
the fact she ig a Roman Catholic 
sufficient reason for her dismissal 
or that she should have been dis- 
missed in a way contrary to law 
and custom—witpout a hearing or 
without a chance to present her 
side of the controversy.

Federation of Trades, but now that 
the efforts of these tro o 

tions have proved unavailing to se- 
cure fair treatment for me, I feel 
that I owe it not only to mysel 
but to all who are interested in the 
welfare of our schools and teachers 
to place certain facts before them. 


“To begin with, I wish it clearly 
understood that I have not asked for 
reinstatement. I simply requested 
the reasons for my dismissal by the 
board of education, 
fused even that measure of consid- 
eration. My org Me teachers and 
the Federation of ades made simi- 
lar requests, and they, too, have 
been retused., : 

a Action Unprecedented. 

“No principal or teacher has ever 
received such treatment at the 
hands of an Atlanta board of edu- 
cation. No member of the teaching 


force has ever, within the memory 
of those who have served longest 
in our schools, been dismissed with- 
out notice of complaints against 
her, and no employee of the schools, 
white or black, has ever before 
oe denied a hearing before the 
board. Teachers have been dismiss- 
of them; but they have 
always been given due notice of 
their inefficiency or of the v- 
ances which the board held against 
them. 

“Superintendents have come and 
gone—I believe that we held the 
unenviable record of having 
had six during the past 
eight years — but the schools 
have weathered all these changes 
and have made progress in spite 
of them because the workers in the 
ranks, the principals and teachers, 
have felt at all times secure in 
their positions as long as they gave 
efficient service, and because they 
have considered themselves free to 
work without fear of the persona! 
antagonisms or of the religious and 
political prejudices of those in au- 
thority. 


“That feeling of security on the 
part of our teachers was shattered 
when, on June 10, the board of edu- 


cation, setting aside the rules under 
which that body is supposed to func- 
tion, voted to dismiss, without no- 
tice, without charges and without 
the privilege of a hearing, a mem- 
ber of the teaching force whose 
work had never received a word of 
adverse criticism, but which, on the 
contrary, had received the approval 
and the indorsement of all preted- 
ing boards for more than twenty 
years, 
Scores Commissioners. 

Miss Riordan severely criticised 
Commissioner McCalley, declaring 
that he had broken each and every 
pledge he had made to those who 
had elected him to office. She 
charged that Commissioner Hutche- 
son had openly boasted that he 
would be “in office two, and a 
half more years and expected to 
See every Catholic teacher in At- 
lanta fired out of the schools.” 

She also charges disregard of 
the law on the part of Mayor Key, 
who, she says, made the statement 
“at last Monday’s meeting that 
there ‘were charges and that they 
are a matter on record with the 
board.’” Miss — quotes the 
law of the board f education, 
which states that a copy of com- 
plaints or grievances shall be 
“urnished to an accused teacher and 
she shall be granted a hearing. 
Despite the fact that the mayor 
admits that charges are on record 
against her, Miss Riordan declares 
that he never furished me with 
these charges, according to pro- 
visions of the law, and has voted 
three times against giving them.” 


Names Opposition. 
“The four men who voted to take 
this stand are Mayor James L. Key, 


Walter Sims, W. L. McCalley and 
Carl Hutcheson. 

“From reports which have reach- 
ed me from various reliable sources, 
some of thése men have not hesi- 
tated to discuss with any one who 
has cared to question them their 
reasons for voting to dismiss me. 
They refused to face me with what- 
ever charges they had, or pretend- 
ed to have, and thus afford me an 
opportunity to refute those charges;

Fought in Open. 

“As publicity manager for the 
Atlanta Public School Teachers’ as- 
sociation, it has been necessary for 
me, during the past four y A 
fight out in the n. often in o 
position to Mr. * wishes. As 
most peo interested in the schoois 
know, Mr. Key has for years at- 
tempted to K. the r his 


nizations, to op- 
pose Mr. Key. d this openly, as 
I had a right to do, the same as any 
other citizen. I have never felt that 
being a teacher deprived me my 
rights as a citizen. On the con- 
trary, I have always held that teach- 
ers should take active part in civic 
affairs, and should furnish to their 
pupils and patrons examples of the 
highest type of citizenship. 

“As principal of the Davis Street 
school, I still further antagonized 
Mr. Key by insisting, in conjunction 
with practically all of its patrons 
and residents of the district, that 
the school and beautiful Mims park, 
which I was instrumental in having 
developed, and which surrounds the 
school, should be retained as a bul- 
wark against the encroachment .of 
the negro residents of the First 
ward. The property owners on 
Simpson street have the same rea- 
sons for opposing the abandonment 
of Davis Street school to the negroes 
that the citizens in Capitol avenue 
have for insisting that the Fraser 
Street school building shall not be 
turned over to the colored people. 
In addition to that, the white citi- 
zens in the Davis Street district 
know that to give up Mims park to 
the negroes would deprive them- 
selves and their children of all park 
and playground facilities. 

“There are 900 property owners 
and voters in that district who have 
pledged themselves to fight Mayor 
Key's plan to abandon the school 
and the park to negroes. Their 
names are attached to a letter on 
file in Mr. Key’s office. I consid- 
ered it my duty as well as my priv- 
ilege to work with my patrons in 
behalf of the interests of the school 
and the district. Every other prin- 
cipal in the city exercises the same 
right, and that right has never, to 
my knowledge, been questioned by 
any previous board of education, 

Assured Protection. 

“Furthermore, during my long 
connection with the schools, I have 
received no intimation, nor have my 
fellow teachers understood that our 
yearly re-election depended upon 
whether or not our civic and relig- 


jious opinions pleased the politicians 


who happened to be on the board 
cf education. By the rules and by 
verbal pledges we have always been 
assured of protection as long as the 
character of our work remained un- 
questioned by those in authority. 

“The preliminary remarks are nec- 
essary in order that what follows 
may be fully understood. 

“When I learned through the 
newspapers of the action of the 
board on June 10th, I immediately 


wrote to the president, Mr. Gaines, 
and requested that I be given an 
explanation. I sent similar requests 
to Superintendent Dykes, Mr. Paul 
Fleming and Mr. W. H. Terrell. I 
also ask&i Mr. Dykes to send me 
a copy of that part of the minutes 
of the meeting which concerned my 
dismissal. Mr. Dykes acted as gec- 
retary on June 10th. He sent me 
* copy of the minutes as request- 
ed. 


„Mr. Gaines, in reply to my re- 
quest for an explanation, stated that 
as the meeting was executive he 
could give me no information what- 
ever cancerning the reasons for my 
dismissal. 

No Charges Made. 


Mr. Dykes wrote that he had 
made no charges against me, but 
had nominated me for re-election; 
and stated in conclusion: 1 con- 


sider that I am in no way respon- 


sible fon the unfair treatment ac- 


corded you.’ 

“Mr. Fleming’s reply concluded as 
follows: ‘In view of the statements 
made by some of your teachers and 
the president of the Parent-Teacher 
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for more than twenty years.’ 

“Mr. Terrell’s reply stated that I 
had been nominated for re-election 
by the superintendent; that Mr. 
Hutcheson moved that the board re- 
fuse to confirm the nomination: and

Telephone Conversation. 

“In à telephone conversation fol- 
lowing the receipt of thig letter, 
Mr. Terrell explained that as he had 
objected to the board’s going into 
executive session on that occasion; 
and as, in his opinion, the session 
could not legally be considered 
executive, 
present besides the board members 
themselves, he felt himself free to 
give me such part of the proceed- 
ings of the board as he considered 
me. in all justice and fairness, en- 
titled to receive. 

“On learning of my dismissal, the 
Atlanta Public School Teachers“ as- 
sociation immediately called a meet- 
ing: and assuming that no member 
of the teaching force could or 
should be dismissed without stated 
charges, and sustained in that posi- 
tion by the rules of the board which 
expressly state (Rules of the Board 
of Education, Page 14, Section 2, 
„b) ‘that all complaints or griev- 
ances against a teacher shall be filed 
in writing with the superintendent 
and a copy of such complaints sent 
by him to the accused, and that 
when necessary a full investigation 
shall be granted the accused,’ the 
association voted to request the 
board to give me a statement of 
whatever grievances they might 
have against me, and to allow me 
a hearing. : 

“This the board refused to do, no 
consideration being given to the 
matter until the regular meeting of 
the board a month later, on July 
8th, when the same four men voted 
against giving me any reasons for 
my discharge, and against granting 
mea hearing. In the meantime 
these same board members seem to 
have talked freely with those who 
‘cared to question them about the 
matter. They denied me the right 
to a knowledge of the reasons for 
failing to re-elect me, but appar- 
ently they have recognized the right 
of every casual questioner to know 
those reasons. Lacking the courage 
to face me with direct accusations, 
which they knew I Gould disprove, 
they have attempted to justify 
themeélves in the eyes of interested 
citizens by giving them a number 
of reasons which they declare in- 
fluenced their votes against me, al- 
though not one of the reasons 
which they now give was brought 
out at the board meeting on June 
10th. 


Gives Statements. 
“The following statements by 


board members are vouched for by 
reliable people: 

„„Mr. Gaines, president of the 
board, stated to me personally that 
I failed of re-election because of 

religion. He told another that 
Me. McCalley said he had voted 
againet, me ‘because of my activi- 
ties in the Teachers association. 

“Mr. MecCalley, in talking to a 
person who questioned him shortly 
after the meeting on June 10, said 
that he had voted against me, be- 
cause Of my ‘political activities,’ and 
also because 1 stood in the way of 
the board’s plans concerning the 
removal of Davis Street school to 
another location. This is an unac- 
countable statement coming from à 
man who pledged himself a few 
months ago to stand by the pa- 
trons of that school in their de- 
termination to retain the school at 
its present site. 

“Since all of my activities for 
at least ten years’ have been di- 
rected toward the betterment of the 
schools and the teachers, it is clear 
that these are what Mr, McCalley 
refers to as my political activities. 
He objects to my activities when 
they conflict with his own schemes, 
but I heard no objection from him 
concerning my politica] activities 
while I was working to secure his 


election to the. school board, think- 


ing that I was working for a man 
of courage and high principles; nor 
did I hear any objections concern- 
ing my political activities when I 
assisted in paying his. election ex- 


penses. 
Elected by P.-T. A. 
“Mr. McCalley was elected to his 


present position on the board of ed- 


ucation by the parent-teacher clubs 


of this city. They paid his election 
expenses and believed in his cam- 
paign pledges. Those pledges of 
loyalty to the interests of the teach- 
ers and of the schools meant just 
about as much as his pledges to 
the patrons of the Davis Street 
school. 

„1 do not believe that the right- 
thinking people of this city will 
consider Mr. McCalley justified in 
voting to dismiss me for the rea- 
sons he has given. 

“To a committee of my teachers 
who called to see Mr. Hutcheson 
for the purpose of answering any 


questions that he might care to 
ask concerning my management of 
the Davis Street school, he showed 
no desire for information; but told 
them that he had two and a half 
years more to serve on the board 
of education, and that before his 
term of office expired he expected 
to eee that every Catholic teacher 
was removed from the public 
schools of Atlanta.

I have 
never been on trial before the board 
at any time, nor have any charges 
whatsoever been preferred against 
me to the board, to my knowledge. 


“Mayor Key's statement at the 
meeting on Monday that there ‘were 
charges and that they are a matter 


of record with the board’ is an as- 
tonishing bit of information, con- 
sidering the fact that he is the 
city’s chief executive, and sworn 
to uphold the law. ‘The law of the 
board of education states clearly 
that a copy of complaints or griev- 
ances shall be furnished to an ac- 
cused teacher, and she shall be al- 
lowed a hearing. Mayor Key has 
never furnished me with those 
charges. He voted three times 
against giving them. The minutes 
of the board meetings contain no 
record of any charges preferred 
aganst me. Where then is this se- 
cret record kept that the mayor 
refers to? Mr. Dykes could have had 
no knowledge of it or he would not 
have nominated 4 for re-election 
on June 10, the day the mayor voted 
to dismiss me. 

“From other sources has come the 
information that the mayor has

Examinations Stopped 
For Postmasterships 
In Old Test Oftices

Washington, D. O., August 11. 
(By Constitutfon Leased Wire.) 
The civil service commission has 
suspended the calling of postmas- 
ter examinations for places where 
a test was held under the executive 
order of former President Wilson 
without resulting in an appoint- 
ment. This information was giv- 
en Senator Harris, of Georgia, to- 
day by the commission. and it is 
believed to be a step of the post- 
office department to consider the 
applicants under a previous exam- 
ination if they find a person satis- 
factory to the department and the 
republican leaders in Georgia. The 
order stopping the examinations 
was made at the request of the 
postoffice department, The letter 
to Senator Harris said: “On July 
13 the postoffice department ad- 
vised the commission that it. did 
not wish examinations reannounc- 
ed for such offices until it could be

$1.26 to $1.50 by the executive 
board of the Atlanta council of the 
Parent- Teachers associations, 

Action by the board followed pre- 
sentation of a long list of statistics 
on the tax situation in Atlanta and 
other cities of similar size and 
larger. Mrs. Frank McCormick is 
president of the board. 

Indorsement was given the pro- 
poses tax rate increase in reso- 
ution incorporating a number of 
the facts presented during the ear- 
lier part of the meetiag. 

It was pointed out that if the 
people ratify the tax rate increase 
authorized by the liwgislature, the 
schools of Atlanta will receive 26 
per cent of the gross revenue of the 
city, all non-resident tuition fees, 
all state school funds and payment 
by the city of interest and sinking 
fund on all school bonds. 

The present tax rate of Atlanta 
was pointed to at the meeting as 
one of the lowest in the United 
States and is lower than that in a 
number of cities of Atlanta’s size 
which assess and collect taxes on 
the 100 per cent valuation. 

It was said at the meeting that 
funds for school purposes will be 
exhausted on September The 
monthly payrolls of the schools 
will amount to $110,000 and there 
will be four to be met after Sep- 
tember in this year, it was declared. 
The only way to obtain money to 
meet the payrolls and the deficit 
from last year is to increase the tax 
rate, it was asserted at the meeting. 


AMERICAN VALUATION 
ff PLAN ORAYED 


Washington, August 11.—The 
house policy of assessing ‘tariff du- 
ties on the basis of American valu- 
ation of imported merhcandise was 
accepted by republican members of 
the senate finance committee to- 
day, although they failed to reach 
an agreement on details of the pro- 
gram. Republicans acted alone 
on the question, the democratic 
members being ushered out of the 
meeting, in accordance with what 
was said to be custom. 

Determination of the details went 
over until tomorrow but before fur-

These were Detec- 
tive J. i we, who has been 
making an investigation of the af- 
fair, and mer owell, reporter 
on The Constitution, who was one 
of the three men finding the body 
of Edgar shortly after the accident 
Monday night. 

Witnesses Net Called. 

The two witnesses, which Detec- 
tives Lowe and Malcom discovered 
and who were to have appeared 
before the coroner's jury Thursday. 
were not examined, as ‘it was! 
thought unnecessary to have their 
evidence in coming to a conclusion 
as to the manner in which Edgar 
was killed. The witnesses, whose 
names were. not disclosed, are to be 
examined later in connection with 
clues Known to the detective de- 
partment of the city police, regard- 
ing the identity of the driver of 
the death car. 

Lowe was examined 
He stated that he had in- 
spected the scene of the accident 
carefully and that in his opinion a 
car with a sharp projection, such 
as had been described in previous 
testimony, could have inflected the 
wound.

The Michigan press made much 
of it, and took fullest advantage 
of the incident to extoll the vintues 
of that commopwealth and to mag- 
nify Georgia’c record—indefens!- 
ble as it is—as à “lynching state.” 

But it proves to have been an- 
other case of “the pot calling th 
kettle black.” , |

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Phe net result of the legislative 
session that adjourned at an early 
hour Thursday morning is as re- 
markable for omissions as for com- 
‘missions, 

In other words what it did not 
do, in the licht af some Of the most 
vigorous fights waged during the 
session, is as remarkable as what 
it did do, 

DID NOT PASS 
AN INCOME TAX ACT. 

First, it did not pass the consti- 
tutional amendment substituting an 
unlimited income tax upon gross 
earnings in lieu of the existing con- 
stitutional ad valorem system of 
taxation. . 


Bills to that end were introduced | 


early in the session in both houses, 
and received favorable reports, the 
house committee voting unani- 
mously, individual members, how- 
ever, reserving the right to. oppose 
the measure on the floor; the sen- 
ate committee dividing into a fa- 
vorable majority, and unfavorable 
minority reports. 
Opposition became so pronounced 
to certain provisions of the bill 
poth the house and senate bills be- 
ing similar—that action for the ses- 
sion was automatically killed by 
the senate initiating a joint resolu- 
tion for a legislative tax commis- 
sion to study the whole subject of 


taxation and report to the 1922 ses- 


sion. 1 


On that commission, which has 
already been organized by the elec- 
tion of Representative George H. 
Carswell, of Wilkinson, chairman. 
and Senator Russell Snow of Brooks, 
secretary, there are a number of 
able members. It is noticeable, how- 
ever, 
of five senators and ten represent- 
atives there are only two cities of 
the size of Athens and larger rep- 
resented on the commission, namely 
Representatives Hunter, of Sdvan- 
nah, and Dudley, of Athens.

“A single excise tax imposed 
upon the sale and use of gaso- 
line accerding to the number of 
gallons sold and used, while in- 
valid so far as the gasoline is 
sold in the tank cars or other 
original packages in which the 
gasoline was brought into the 
state, is enforceable to the ex- 
tent that it imposes the tax upon 
Sasoline sold at retail in quan- 
tities to suit customers, not in 
the original packages.“ 


NOT VIOLATION OF 
AD VALOREM EDICT. 

New Mexico has also a constitu- 
tlonal ad valorem system, and as to 
à charge of violation of that pro- 


| vision, the supreme court held that— 


“The ‘selection by the state 
of such a commodity ae gaso- 
line, as distinguished from 
other commodities, in order to 
impose an excise upon its sale 
and use, is not forbidden by the 
provisions of N. M. Const. art.

upon tangible property shall be
